COREAN’S BODY IS CREMATED 


Ashes Have Been Placed in the Keep- 
isg of the Minister. 


THE FUNERAL SERVICES BRIEF 


Theosophical Societies Were Present at 
Services and President Coffin 
Officiated. 


Washington, August 15.—The body of 
Pom Kwang Soh, the former Corean min- 
ister to this country, whose death occurred 
here last Friday, was today cremated, ac- 
cording to the expressed wishes of the de- 
ceased, and his ashes placed in the keep- 
ing of the present minister, Mr. Chin Pom 
Ye.. Later they may. be returned to Corea. 

At 3:30 o’clock this afternoon the body 
was taken from his late Fourteenth street 
residence, where it had lain in state, and 
conveyed to Lee’s crematory on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, followed by a long line of 
carriages containing personal friends. and 
prominent members’ of the Blavatsky 
branch of the theosophical societies of 
which Mr. Soh was a member.

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BLACKS AND WHITES IN BATTLE: 
UTS THROUGH FIFTEEN POLICEMEN 


Two Negroes and a White Man Ara 
Killed Outright. 


TWO MORE SEVERELY INJURED 


Deputy Sheriff Attempts To Arrest a 
Murderer and Fight Ensues. 


OFFICER WILL PROBABLY Di— FROM WOUND 


Over Fifty Shots Were Fired and Posse 
Is Now Chasing the Murder- 
er’s Associates. 


Cincinnati August 15.—A special to The 
Commercial Tribune from Little Rock, 
Ark., says the bloodiest race riot that has 
occurred in Arkansas in months’ took 
place at‘Palarm Station, thirty miles from 
Little Rock, late last evening. Three men 
are dead and two others wounded, proba- 
bly fatally. 

"The dead are: 


HARRISON KERR, colored, 
CHARLES PETERS,. colored. 
CHARLES ANDRY, white. 


The seriously injured are: 
J. T. Clarke, Je., a telegraph operator, 


shot through the shoulder, probably fatal. 


Owens, white, a deputy sheriff of 
Perry county, shot through the groin. 

Owens had a warrant for Harrison Kerr, 
charging him with murder. When he at- 
tempted to make the arrest Kerr 
opened fire on the officer. The first shot 
struck Owens in the groin, the bullet strik- 
ing silver in.the trousers’ pocket, glanced 
and inflicted a serious wound. The money 
in Owens’s pocket probably saved his life. 

Andry and Clarke went to Owens's as- 
Sistance and five or six negroes joined in 
with Kerr. A _ pitched battle ensued in 
which over fifty shots were fired. When 
the shooting was over Clarke had stagger- 
ed into his office and fallen upon the floor. 
Owens was lying in a ditch near the sta- 
remainder of his 
companions had disappeared. 

The entire town was at the scene of the 
shooting and a posse started in pursult of 
the fleeing negroes. 

Harrison Kerr was found dead in the 
road a mile away literally shot to piewes, 
blood running from five wounds in his 
body. The other negroes who participated 
in the bloody affair continued their flight 
and have not yet been captured. 

The whole country is in a fever of ex- 
citement and should Kerr’s associates be 
captured they will never come to trial. 


RE-ENFORCEMENTS SENT FRONT. 


Strong Protest ‘Has Been Forwarded to 
Ameer of Afghanistan. 
London, August 16.—A dispatch to The 


Times from Simla says the vice regal gov- 


ernment has sent to the ameer of Afghan- 
istan a strong letter of remonstrance with 
regard to the part taken by Afghan trjbes- 
men in the recent fighting and protesting 
against the countenance given to Hadda 
Mullah by the Afghan general, Cholan 
Haidar, commanding at Asmas, who was 
known to be in constant communication 
with the Indian tribesmen who attacked 
Fort Shabkdar on the 7th instant. 

Re-enforcements have been ordered to 
Kohat in conseqpence of signs of unrest 
in the powerful Orakzai tribe.

Anarchist Carves a Path to Freedom, 
Marking His Course with Blood. 


LEAPS FROM A WINDOW THIRTY FEET HIG! 


One of Elbert’s Victims May Die While 
Others Are Seriously Hurt—He 
Is Recaptured. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 15.—James Elbert, 
arrested as a suspicious character, and 
Supposed to be an anarchist, created great 
excitement this morning at No. 3 police 
Station, by slashing five policemen with @ 
razor. 

One of the officers, George McIntyre, is 
horribly cut on the face, one wound extend- 
ing from the ear to the thorax, taking part 
of the ear. His condition is serious. The 
others, George Cole, James McEver, W. E. 
Coreless and William Kenney are —— 
cut, but not seriously. ' 

Elbert, after cutting his way through the 
guard of fifteen policemen, made his escape 
from the station by jumping thirty feet 
from a rear window. He was hotly pursued 
by the officers, while blood streamed from 
their wounds. After ad chase of several 
squares, Officer Coreless finally fired hts° 
revolver, the bullet taking effect in Elbert’s 
arm and he was then captured. 

The man fought desperately and had to 
be clubbed into insensibilite before he 
could be taken back to the station. Elbert 
now lies in the jail hospital in a precarious 
condition, 

Elbert is an Austrian, who had been 
working at the Armstrong cork factory 
until lately, when he was discharged be- 
cause of his anarchistic and troublesome 
ways.

An attempt 
was made in. conyzress fourteen years ago 
to enact a law forbidding the admissfon of 
anarchists and nihilists, but -it was aban- 
doned because the labor organizations made 
an outcry against it. Since then, the im- 
migration officials have’ appMNed the spirit 
of that law, deperding ‘«n the discretion 
given them by the present law for a justi- 
fication of their course.”
